The party conducting the memorial service, including the Honorable
Frank Knox, Secretary of the Navy, went aboard the USS TRITON and were
received by Rear Admiral Edwards and his staff. Radiomen and U. S. Marines
formed the guard of honor. Four large wreaths were placed on the after-
deck of the TRITON.

Insofar as practicable, the Bureau will make eveary effort to keepr
together throughout their flight training members of college groups so
eniisted as units. Aftcr complation of flight training and appointments
as ensigns, the active duty assignments of the individual officers will
of necessity be determined by the requirements of the Sarvice., Such units,
named. appropriately for the colleges represented, such as the "Yale Unit",
"Harvard Unit", "The Fighting Irish" (Nctre Dame), etc., might be expected
to have very beneficial results in stimulating V-5 recruiting among the
students of the colleges represanted,

It may happen that many members of the collegc groups so enlisted
will live in naval districts other than that in which their group will
undergo elimination flight training. In such casec the records of the V-5
men awaiting orders will be retained in the district in which the group
is to be trained and the Commandant of that district is cuthorized to issue
appropriate orders for first assignments to elimination flight training
duty; regardless of thec nawal district, within the continental limits of
the United States, in which the V-5 mun concerncd may have their officinl
residences.

IDLE WORDS MAY REVEAL VITAL THXQRM TIOH
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EECRUITING

On June 30, 1941, thers were 79,113 first enlistment men in the Regu-
lar Navy, and 31,502 men on their first enlistment in the Naval Reserve,
including V-5 Aviation Cadets and V-7 Midshipmen., All men enlisting in
the Regular Navy were assigned to Training Stations, and 13, 386 are there
at present.

The present rccruiting cempzign, supplemented by an advertising pro-
gram, should produce a monthly quota from 12,000 te 15,000 men.

It is very helpful in rccruiting whon news of the recent recruit is
kept before the people of his home torn. After he has completed his re-
cruit leave and gone to sea, news about him is interesting to his fellow-
tovmsmen and helpfnl in securing additional recruits. Men of the Fleet
can render great assistance by merely dropping @ line to the recruiting offi-
cer when they arc promoted, or when scmethiing interesting happens to them.
This will enable them to be kept in the publie ey, and help to induce
other young men to follow their example,

Recruits on leave are now having their lsave cxtonded one day for cach
new recruit brought in. This experimernt ssens Lo be working well. One
enthusiastic recruit recently brought in six new men -- but five days was
the 1imit of ths additioncl leave that could b2 granted,

RECRUITING ADVERTISING CAMPAIGN

About the first of June it was found thet recruits were not ceming
into the Navy in sufficient numbers to anticipate menning the ships now
being built. It was decided, thercfore, to conduct a paid advertising
campaign for the purpose of bringing the rumber of volunteers up to the
desired quota,

On the tenth of June, the Secretary of the Navy invited a number of
leading advertising agencies to send representatives to his office. These
agencies were asked to suggest advertising plans which in their opinion

would be most effective for the Navy!s purposes. The Secretary emphasized
© the urgency of the situation, and pointed out that in his opinion, the

initial efforts should be made in small-town newspapers inasmuch as the
ratio of recruits the Navy receives from small tcwns is larger than the
ratic in larger cities and msnufachburing centers. It was decided that the
selection of an advertising agency would be made on the basis of the plans
submitted. ;

On June 24, the Secretary of the Navy made the following announcement:

"Secretary of the Navy Frank ¥rox todsy anncunced that the
advertising firm of Batten, Burton, Durstine, and Osborn,
383 Madison Avenue, New York City, has been sclected to as-
sist the recruiting service in a test advertising campzign

in small town newspapers in the states of Indiana, Towa, and
Missouri. It is contemplated that when these tests are com-
pleted, the campaign may be extended into other states.

"This firm was selected through a competition in which eleven
of the nation's leading advertising agencies took part. The
final choice was made on the basis that Batten, Barton, Dur-
stine, and Osborn's plan was best suited to the Navy's pur-
poses. M

Instead of immediately spending large sums of money on an all-out
_advertising campaign, it was considered wise to start with a test cam-
paign witi: a view to feeling out the results of certain types of copy and
the use of media. It was decided to confine the initial advertising cam-
paign to the use of newspapers, both daily and weckly, in cities of 50,000
and under in the statss above mentioned.

These threc states were sclected because they give an opportunity to
compare efforts in states where present recruiting is respectively good,
medium, and poor. Also, all three states are under the supervision of
the same Recruiting Inspector, =znd thcrefore the campaign can be adminis-
tered by one supervisory officer,

The campaign started the second week in July and will run for an
8-weck period, with onc advertisement each week.

A young man entering the naval service today is launching himself

SERVICE REQUIRFMENTS KOz ADVANCEMENT IN RATING

It is desired to invite the attention of the saervice to the fact that
2ll service rsgquircments for ac:“nCﬂrgn+ in rating arc h scd on length of
service in lower ratings. Thesu poriods are calle d service in rating re-
quirements as distinguished from total Naval service requirements, The pres-
ent service in rating requirements are as follows: (a) 4 months in appro-
priate rating of next lower pay grade to ratings in pay grades 6, 5, and 4.
(v) 9 months in appropriate rating of naxt lower pay grade to ratings in
pay grades 3 and 2. .

Advancement to certain ratings may be made from other than next lower
rating, and when such is the case, total Naval service requircments equal to
the sum of the individual service in rating requirements for each successive
lower grade are prescribed for convenience ond simplicity. "Totsl Naval Scr-
vice" in this case implies scrvice since enlistment in the regular Navy as
apprentice seaman. HNormal advancement from first enlistment, through suc-
ccssive grades is possible as follows: Seam:n second after four months!' ser-
vice as apprentice seamon; seaman first after four morths! service as seaman
second; petty officer third class after 4 months! scrvice as scamen first,
Hence 12 months, the total of succaessive servicce in rating requirements is
the shortest possible time from date of oniistment as epprentice seaman for
advancement to a third class petty officer rating, and this shortest period
is used as the total service requirement for advancement to those ratings to "
which advancement can be made froem other than next lower rating.

.*_

Bureau of Navigation Circular Latter No. 27-41, paraprarh 4(a) states
that Naval Reservists must fulfill the service in rating requirements for
advancement on current period of active dubty. "Service in rating" was
underlined in that lettsr for emphasis, in order that it would not be con-
fused with total service requirements. Exampl: of application of service
in rating requirements:

The service in rating requirencnts are fulfilled for advancement to
radioman, third class (or one of the ratings to whichk advancement may be
made from pay grade 5 or 6) in each of the following instances: 4 months
after advancement to seaman first, 8 months after advancement Lo seaman

second or 12 months alter enlistiment as apprentice seaman., Hence a Haval
Reservist coming to active duty as seaman second class is eligible for
radicman, third class, after S months on current active duty. In effect,

a Reservist is credited with constructive active service equal to the total
service requirement periocds that would be required to attain the rating he
holds a2t the time of reporting for active dutye.

PROVOTION IN WATER TENDER RATINGS RELATIVELY SLOW DUE
TO LACK OF VACANCIES,

The rating of water tender is the only rating of the Engineering
Artificer Branch in which there have been no great increases in allowance
for the Navy as a whole. The reason for this is the fact that most of the
ships and activities that have becn and are being commissioned during the
current naval expansion do not require an allowance of water tenders.

Only steam propclled vesscls utilize water tenders, while all types of
vessels require machinistl!s mates and metalsmithse Also, few shore ac—
tivities have nced for water tondurs — but nearly all must have mechinistts
matcs,

_ In vicw of cxisting vacancics in 2ll Engineering ratings except that
of water tender, fircemen with the necessary qualiiications should be cn—
couraged to strike for machinist!s mate, boilermaker, metalsmith, and clec—
triciants mate. To furthcr assist in correcting the present relative ex—
cess in the vater teander rating group, the Burcau will give favorable con—
sideration tc rcquests for changss in rating of watoer tendcrs, sccond
class, to othcr ratings for vhich they are qualifiecd end recommended by
thelr commanding officers. In this conncction, 1t is desired to point cut
that the greatest shortoges in the Engincering Artificer Branch arce in the
ratings of machinist's mate, metalsmith, and boilcrmsker, in the order
nancda

PETTY OFFICFR RATTUHGS

Tt has come to the attertion of the Bureau that many men have recently
come into the service whose experience in civilian occupations can Fit
them within o short period of time to fill Xayy ratings in which shortages
oxist, bub bocanse of their present assignments are not utilized to the
best advantage. Most of the cases brought up arc of members of the Organ—
ized Reserve. Some of thesc have been fortunately diecovered and are of-
ficiently filling billets where their scrvices werc hadly neededs In some
outstanding cases the Eureau has weivcd service recquirernents and authorizad
changes te highor ratings of apprepriate rating branches in Class V=5 of
the Naval Rescrve. One casc broucht to the attention of the Burcau was
that of a sceman sceond class whoge civilian occupebicn was senior mochanie
of 2 large commercial airline, :

When cormanding officers rccommend men for considerction for higher
ratings before fulfillment of scrvice requircments, the Parean desire
that substantial information bearing on the werits of the individual cascs
bte furnished, In 21l cascs, examinabion roports (Form ¥,Nov,524) should
accompany rocommendations. It is expected that only cascs of conspic-
uously degserving men will be submittoc be the Burcau.

Attention is invitod So the fact that Paval Fescrvists arc on active
duty for the duration of the emergency only and de not have the advantage
of cacurity cf position vhich zecerucs te Rogular Nevy men who may, GE
they desire and maintain a satisfactory record, make the Nevy a career
zad enjoy the bencfits of reenlistment and vlitimate retirement, It is
only fitting then, when possible, to rlace resorviste In dutizs related
to their civilian occupations and commenguratc with their cbilities cspe-
cially when the Nevy caa gain by sc doing. The favy gains by makihg max—

ALLOTHENTS FOR_DEPENDENTS

The Bureau each day receives reports of enlisted dependents in acute
distress, from the dependents themselves and from Navy Relief, Red Cross
and similar agencies., It is frequently impracticable in the emergency to
get into radio communication with individuals, and while charitable organ-
izations do all in their power, their funds and demands have limits before
repayment is assured. Attention is directed to Bureau Circular Letter No,
38-40(corrected), and Commanding Officers are again cnjoined to take appro-
priate measures. An allotment will forestall unnecessary mental and phys—
ical distress: even if the allotment is smaller than the full measurc of
necessary support, it may tide over until receipt of mail delayed by unex-—
pected movements or by carclossness.

ROUTINE TRANSFERS BETWEEN SEA AND SHORE DUTY

In order to reduce turnover the annual transfers of CPOs between sea
and shore, which arc usually effected during July and August, will not be
made this year. Men rcported as complcting tours of shore duty will be
transferred from time to time throughout the year.

Attention is invited to Bureau of Navigation Circular Letter No, 55~
41, which states that enlisted personncl will be transferred from the
forces afloat to shorc duty by rating rathcr than by namc and that the
Burcau's cligibility list for shore duty is being maintained only for a
matter of rccord. In vicw of the above it is impracticablc to predict
when any particular man may cxpcct to be ordered to shore duty rcgardless
of ycars of continuous sca service with which he is credited,

SERVICE REQUIREMENTS

Sincc the publication of Change No. 14 to the Burcau of Navigation
Manual, several inquiries have been reccived in this Burcau regarding
service requirements for advancemcnt in rating, Article D-5106, Burcau
of Navigation Manual, as reprinted in Change No. 14, dated January 14,
1941, lists the standard scrvice requircments for advancement in rating,
however, temporary rcductions in service requirements for advanccment in
rating made by AINAV 82 of September 1940 and again promnlgatod in Burcau
of Navigation Circular Letter No, 75~40 (corrected) are still in effects

ONE IEAK CAN SINK A SHIP - DON'T TALK

commissioned and enlisted persomnel are writing to the Superintendent of
Documents for Navy training courses.

Navy training courses arc printed at the Government Printing Office
but are not available for distribution by that office. Training courses
will not be issued on individual requests. These courses may be obtained
only on the request of proper authorities, such as a commandlng officer
of a ship or station,

The University Extension Division of the University of Wisconsin. has

NEW ORDER PRONULGATED REGARDING NAVAL RESERVE REENLISTMENTS.

On June 10, 1941, the Secretary of the Navy directed the Naval Ser-
vice that all Naval Reserve enlisted personnel on active duty, or there-
after ordered to active duty, would be retained on active duty for the
duration of the existing national emergency even though such emergency
extended beyond their terms of enlistment, This was in accord with
written agreement exccuted at the time of their enlistment and appearing
on their enlistment articles, which reads as follows: "In the event of
war or national emergency during my term of service, I further obligate
myself to serve throughout the war or national emergency, if so required.?

The Comptroller Gereral has interpreted this directive as climinating
the authority and necessity for reenlistments or extensions of enlistments
in the Naval Reserve during the emcrgency of men on active duty and that
a recnlistment entered into or an extension of enlistment taking effect
after the reccipt of the order of June 10, 1941, would be superfluous and
inopcrative to confer a right to travel allowance which had theretofore
been authorized upon thc discharge end reenlistment of a member of. the

‘Neval Reserve on active duty in the emergency.

TRANSPCRTATION OF DEPENDENTS

"The attention of all personnel logally entitled to transportation
of deopendents on permancnt change of station is invited to Bureau of Nav—
jgation Circular Letter No. 8%-41 dated July 8, 1941, from which it will
be noted that until further notice it will not be nccessary to obtain
advance aubhority of the Burcau of Navigation for travcl of depcndents
between ‘any points in the United States on a pormancnt change of station.

In ordcr that therc will be no misunderstanding on the part of per-
sonncl conccrncd relative to legality of reimburscment after travel has
been performed it is considered highly desirable for such personnel to
familiarisze themsclves with the provisions of Article 2305, Navy Travel
Instructicns, which scts forth in detail the different comditions which
constitute a permdnent changc of station as well as conditions which do

* not constitutc a permancnt change of station., Familiarity with these

instructions will eliminate considsrable misunderstanding in the event
claims are disallowed in any case. .

In order that claims for reimbursement may be passed for payment
without undue delay it is to the interest of the personnel concerned to
see that their claims are prepared in accordance with the instructions
referred to in paragraph 2 of the above Circular Letter. The attention
of such personnel is also called to the fact that under provisions of the
instructions referred to in the above Circular Letter it will still be
neccssary to obtain advance authority of the Bureau of Navigation before
any travel of dependents is pcrformed to overseas stations or in cases
where travel is to be performed between points in the United States from
a point other than the ¢ld duty station %o a point cther than the new
duty station, Compiiance with this lattor provision will eliminate delay
in settlement of such claims,"

THE MYSTERY OF LA PEROUSE

Who can tecll the fate of the discoverer of French Frigate Shoal?
Was hc murdered? - What did happen on the coast of Vanikoro when the ships
of La Pcrousc were wrecked 150 years ago? Nothing much remains save the
story and thc name of La Perouse Pinnaclc at French Frigate Shoals, Jean

DO NOT REPEAT RUMORS
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THE “VSTERX OF LA PERQUSE
. (Cont,)

Francois, born on the 23rd of August, 1741, vas none other than the Comte
de La Perouse—who cruised the Pacific during Revolutionary times, One
hundred and fifty years ago, on 26 January, 1788, Comtc La Perouse, in
command of the two frigatcs Boussole and Astrolabe, anchored in Betany Bay,
New South Walecs, the English ships under the command of Governor. Phillip,
already at anchor, got under sail and left for Port Jackson,.

An officer frem the English frigate Cyrus was sent on board +he
Baussale by Captain Hunter to congratulate the French navigators on their
arrivale The compliment was returned by an officer from La Percuse's
staff, and despatches were handed to Governor Phillip, to be forwarded
to France,

The two French frigates 1eft Botany Bay a few days later; and, until
13 May, 1826, thirty-eight years later, their fate was unknown,

In 1812, or 1813, Captain Dillon, then an officer on the Calcutta
ship HUNTER, trading between Bengal and the Fiji Islands, when passing the
island of Tikopia, put ashore Martin Bushart, Bushart's Fijian wife and
a Lascar named Joe. This was done at Bushart's request, owing to his wife's
pregnancy.

On 13 May, 1826, when passing from valparaiSO and New Zealand to
Bengal, Dillon again sighted Tikopia. Several canoes pulled out from the
island to his ship, and one had Bushart on board, and another the Lascar,

Dillon discovered that the Lascar had disposed of a sword to the
armourcer of his vessel, This aroused his curiosity and, on making cn-
quiries, he learned that cleven years earlicr Bushart had seen, in the

wrecked,

The Lascar confirmed Bushart's statement, and added that on a visit
to Vanikoro he had conversed with two ¢ld men from the wrecked vesscls.
Eventually, the sword was identificd with La Perouse and, on 6 Jamuary,
1827, Captain Dillon made preparation for a frip to thﬂaoro in the RE=~
SEARCH, with the object of further investigatiorie '

On 13 September, 1827, Dillen arrived at Vanikoro and anchored inside
the eastern point of Bailcy'!s Bay., He came into contact with natives from
the east coast of the island and from them received details of the wrecks,

The natives stated that the survivors had built a small vessel, which
left the island to seek assistance,

men left behind is indefinite, but it is quite Drooable that, as stated,

particularly as the destination of the Sth wodla have been Botany Bay,
the nearest known inhabited land.

However, it has bocn cstablished that at least two of the survivors
remained on Vanikoro, one of these an officer and the other his servant,
These two were secn by the Lascar soms 32 years after the departurc of
the two frigates from Botany Bay. The natives roported that the servant
dicd in 1824, three ycars before Dillon's visit, and that six months later
the officer accompanicd a native chicf who was compclled to flce from the
island,

After spending 25 days on the coast of the isiland, Captain Dillon
lcft on € October, 1827,

A letter has becen received in the Burcau of Navigation from the De-—
Veaux School, Niagara Falls, New York, offering the feollowing scholar—
ships ard concessions: First, a $200 boarding concession to sons of
officers on active duty with the Navy-or Harine Corps; Sccond, sons of
officers of the Navy or Marine Corps will be given favorablc considor-—
ation for such partial schelarships, ranging in-valuc from $100 to $200,
as may be available; and, Third, sons of deceased officers of the Navy or
Marine Corps arc considered preferentially in the award of the Samuel De-
Veaux Scholarships which defray full cost-of room, board, tuition, and
laundry. This school was established in 1852 and is of the Protestant
Episcopal Church, However, no restrictions arc placed on religious affil-
iations of students, and churches other than the Episcopal are well ro-
presented in the Corps of Cadets. The school has an approximate cnroll-
ment of 100 boys between the ages of 12 and 18 with classes beginning
with the 6th grade and continuing through high school, Tuition: day stu-
dents, $375 per year for the 6th, 7th and 8th grades and $4C0 per ycar for
high school grades; for boarders, the corresponding rates are $800 and

SILENCE IS GOLDEN
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NAVY 'S READING HmaJ:Té WIDE

Officers and men of the Navy are readlng approximately 2,000,000
books a year. Their reading tastes are comparable to those of men of
the same ages in civilian life, excepting that probably a scmewhat
heavier proportion of them favor western stories. They read in every
field -~ from international law to westerns and detectives.

The Navy!'s library system is a big one. A battleship rates 2,000
books. A submarine with its small complement is stocked with 150. In
the fiscal year 1941, the Navy bought 114,000 new books for librarics
then in existence. This number does not include the books supplied for
newly commissioned ships in the year.

Libraries in the Navy go back to the days of John Paul Jones.
They have long been considered an official part of the ship's equip-
ment, though in earlier days they were provided for out of appropria-
tion for "Instruments and Supplies" rather than from the library
appropriation of today.

The Navy's modern library system grew out of the augmented service
established during the last World War by the American Library Associa-
tion in Army camps and Naval stations, Following this demonstration of
the value of adequate library service, the Navy decided to put its
libraries on a modern, up-to-date basis,

Shipst libraries not only provide technical and professional ma-
terial required by both officers and men to improve their value and
efficiency but provide background reading of a cultural nature and
straight recreational entertainment,

Sea stories are not among the most popular among Navy men as a
whole. One librarian at a large training station notes that new re-
cruits like stories of the sea and seafaring life, but that after one -
voyage "they come back knowing more than the man who wrote the book."

The library of the recontly commissioned battleship NORTH CAROLINA
is typical of the variety of books in the libraries of the larger ships.
Of its 2,000 books, approximately two-thirds are fiction of all varie-
ties and types. Then there is the foundation of the classics with stand-
ard authors such as Dickens and Thackeray. For the balance, there are
encyclopedias, atlases, the standard texts on navigation, astronomy,
seamanship, ordnance, and engineering; international affairs, interna-
tional law, science, history, poetry, and art,
